N. HAMPSHIRE ASYLUM FOR THE INSANE. 
INCORPORATED JULY 2, 1828. 


The Asylum is located in Concord, about half a mile 
south-westerly from the state-house, on a pleasant eleva- 
tion, with a beautiful view of the village, and of the 

-Merrimack meandering in its course through a rich in- 
tervale dotted with the stately elm whichso mach adorns 
the villages, commons, and malls in New-England. 

It has accommodations fer 120 patients. The whole 
outlay, including buildings, furniture, &c., was, up to 
June Ist, 1844, 635.266. 70. This amount ‘includes do- 
nations made for 120 acres of land. 

The Asylum has been occupied nearly two years, and 
during that time 220 of the unfortunate insane, in the 
various grades of mental derangement, have enjoyed 
its benefits—of whom 63 have become clothed in their 
right minds again, and have gone to their homes. 

“Kighty patients remain (October 12, 1844) in the in- 
stitution. 

The price of board, which includes ail necessary ex- 
pense but clothing, has been fixed, for those whose resi- 
dence is in this state, at $2.25 per week, for the first 
quarter ; $2.00 for the ‘second, and afterward $1.75 per 
week, so long as they may remain at the institution.

OBITUARY NOTICES. 


Hon. Hatt Burein died October 2, 1844, in the 75th 
year of hisage. He was born of very respectable pa- . 
rents in New-Market; his father removed to Allenstowa 
when the subject of this notice was at the age of five 
years. 

About the year 1803 he married Hannah Emery, a 
very worthy lady, the daughter of Joseph Emery, of 
Pembroke. ‘ 

Mr. Burgin was appointed justice of the peace in 1804, 
and continued in commission until his death. Such was 
his uniform correctness in transacting business, and 
impartiality in adjusting differences and difficulties 
brought before him, with a strict eye to justice and equi- 
ty, that he acquired a universal reputation for sincerity, 
honesty and uprightness. 

He represented Allenstown in the Legislature several 
years ; was appointed Judge in'the Court of Sessions in 
1817; afterward appointed an associate Justice in the 
Court of Common Pleas for the county of Rockingham. 

In 1835 he removed to Concord, carrying with hima 
large estate, which he had acquired during a long series 
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of years, by industry and economy,and somewhat from 
the rise in the value of his timberlands. While in Con- 
cord, in a pecuniary point of view Judge Purgin’s for- 
tune was somewhat reversed, but that seemed not to 
effect the serenity and cheerfulness of his mind ; his 
faith was such, and the faculties of his mind so well bal- 
anced, that under all his reverses, he appeared to enjoy 
more perfect happiness than falls to the common lot of 
man. 

Asa christian, it may be truly said, he lived as one 
and died as one. 


Hon. Noau Tespzets died at Rochester, Sept. 9, 1844, 
aged 42. 

Judge Tebbets was graduated at Bowdoin College, in 
1822. He soon after commenced the study of Law, in 
the office of Jeremiah H. Woodman, Esq., Rochester, 
N. H., and continued three years; then commenced the 
practice of Law in Parsonsfield, Maine. He remained 
there about ten years, the most of which time he was in 
partnership with the Hon. Rufus McIntire. About nine 
years since, he returned to Rochester, and continued his 
profession. 

In 1842 he was elected representative to the State Leg- 
islature ; and before the time had elapsed for which he 
was chosen to serve, he was appointed one of the Justi- 
ces of the Court of Common Pleas for the State, which 
office he held at the time of his decease. 

‘¢ His character, disposition and habits of thought emi- 
nently qualified him for success in the office to which he 
wad ‘promoted, " * "Sse oe eee eee 


A friend of Judge Tibbets, who has known him from 
infancy, says that the trait of character which most emi- 
nently distinguished him, was, after all, his integrity. 

* * * * * * * * * 

As a husband, he was all that the most sensitive affee- 
tion could desire. Asa father, he was kind, affectionate, 
and forgiving. Remembering that children are men and 
women in embryo, he was as an elder companion to his 
children, calling and inviting them by his own example 
to strive after moral and intellectual excellence, rather 
than sternly commanding them with the voice of author- 
ity.”” . .
